“Here’s  Brother  Brigham”  runs  Thursday 
through  Saturday  in  the  Nelke  Experimental 
Theater  and  “Celestial  2-A”  will  be  presented  in 
the  Margetts  Arena  Theater  March  23-27,  30-31, 
and  April  1-2.  Both  plays  begin  at  8  p.m.  and 
charge  $1.75  for  public,  $1  for  students-faculty.

informal  group  of  faculty  and  students  who  met 
on  Sunday  evenings  to  discuss  art  and  Mormon 
belief,”  wrote  Dr.  Wheelwright  in  the  preface  to 
volume  1  of  Mormon  Arts. 

“.  .  .  In  this  fertile  ground,  the  incoming  dean 
found  opportunity  to  fulfill  a  lifetime  dream  of 
cultivating  the  arts  as  expressions  of  profound 
spiritual  feelings:  With  the  support  of  a  talented 
student  body,  a  competent  faculty,  and  a 
responsive  administration,  the  Mormon  Festival  of 
Arts  blossomed,”  he  continued. 

“The  idea  was  sound;  the  next  thing  was  to 
make  it  work,”  said  Dr.  Wheelwright.  Making  it 
work  meant  America’s  premier  performance  of 
“Pilgrim’s  Progress,”  by  Ralph  Vaughn  Williams, 
and  an  art  exhibit  of  paintings  and  sculpture. 

It  has  grown  from  a  festival  of  two  exhibits  in 
1969,  to  45  exhibits  in  1975.  This  year  it  has  27 
exhibits,  ranging  from  an  oratorio  to  a  ball. 

The  material  performed  in  the  festival  has  not 
always  been  written  by  Mormons.  An  example  if 
“Pilgrim’s  Progress.”  This,  Dr.  Wheelwright 
pointed  out,  illustraits  the  fact  that  authors, 
composers  and  artists  outside  of  the  church  may 
also  receive  inspiration,  which  is  reflected  in  their 
high  quality  work. 

Response  to  the  first  Mormon  Festival  of  Arts 
was  good.  Comments  and  suggestions  for  following 
festivals  came  from  students,  faculty  and  the 
public,  Dr.  Wheelwright  said. 


Plans  to  expand  the  festival  were  made.  Artists 
in  all  areas  of  the  fine  arts  began  to  plan  for  the 
festival  a  year  or  two  ahead  of  time,  working  on 
projects  to  be  introduced  at  the  festival. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  students  a  ball  was  also 
initiated  in  1970. 

Since  that  time,  students  have  been  in  charge  of 
the  ball,  and  “each  year  it  is  just  a  little  more 
elegant,”  Dr.  Wheelwright  said. 

In  1973,  Dr.  Lael  J.  Woodbury  became  chairman 
of  the  festival  when  he  was  made  Dean  of  Fine 
Arts  and  Communications.  According  to  his 
administrative  aid,  Scott  Boyter,  last  year’s  festival 
has  been  the  largest  yet  with  45  events. 

Prior  to  last  year,  exhibits  came  primarily  from 
the  areas  of  music,  dance,  literature,  drama  and 
art.  The  number  of  exhibits  ranged  from  20  to  30. 

This  year  the  festival  again  returned  to  its 
former  size.  “Not  because  they  (other 
departments)  didn’t  have  things  to  offer,  but 
because  it  (the  festival)  was  getting  too  large,” 
Boyter  said. 

One  feature  of  this  year’s  festival  is  Merrill 
Bradshaw’s  “Restoration.”  The  oratorio  premiered 
at  the  1974  Mormon  Festival  of  Arts,  and  is  the 
church’s  first  major  oratorio  in  25  years. 

“What  we’re  interested  in  is  quality,”  said 
Boyter  when  speaking  of  the  festival  as  a  whole. 
“We  hope  to  improve  with  each  year.”  He  said  it 
appeared  that  more  people  are  attending  the 
events,  making  the  festival  a  tradition. 

The  festival  can  best  be  summed  by  Alex  Darais 
who  explains  the  logo  in  “Mormon  Arts.” 

“The  major  significance  of  the  symbol  for  the 
Mormon  Festival  of  Arts  relates  to  beliefs  of  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints. 

“.  .  .  the  square  was  chosen  as  the  basic  format 
because  of  its  universally  recognized  strength  and 
stability  as  a  graphic  element  .  .  .  (and)  assumes 
the  subtle  profile  of  a  book  of  holy  writ. 

“The  stoic  figure  with  his  arm  to  the  square 
symbolizes  Mormon  dedication  of  time  and  talent 
to  a  good  cause.  In  contrast,  the  eternal  round  is 
suggested  by  curvilinear  shapes. 

“.  .  .  The  half  figure,  used  primarily  for 
emphasis,  suggests  that  man  may  never  achieve  a 
wholeness  of  purpose  or  satisfaction  in  this  life 
although  he  may  devote  his  full  energies  in  pursuit 
of  those  things  which  are  “virtuous,  lovely,  or  of 
good  report  or  praiseworthy.”

Lebanese 
head  mulls 
resignation 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  — 
Lebanese  politicians  agreed 
on  a  face-saving  resignation 
formula  for  the  defiant 
Christian  president  Monday 
as  Christian  and  Moslem 
gunmen  fought  the  heaviest 
artillery  battle  of  the  civil 

President  Suleiman 
Franjieh  participated  in  the 
compromise  negotiations  but 
apparently  gave  no  firm 
promises  to  abide  by  the  - 
formula.  He  has  firmly 
resisted  military  threats  to 
blast  him  out  of  his  palace. 

Leftist  Moslems  fought 
fiercely  to  retain  Beirut’s 
shell-pocked  Holiday  Inn 
hotel,  partially  reoccupied  by 
Christian  militiamen  behind  a 
murderous  hail  of  rocket, 
motor  and  artillery  fire. 

Eranjeih,  a  Maronite 
Christian,  gave  his  accord  to 
the  resignation  scenario  at  an 
emergency  cabinet  meeting 
with  Moslem  Premier  Rashid 
Karami  at  the  Baabda 
presidential  palace  on  a 
hilltop  four  miles  east  of 
Beirut,  Beirut  radio  said. 

The  deal  included  revising 
the  constitution  to  allow 
parliament  to  pick  a  new 
president  beginning  today, 
the  radio  said.  This  is  ahead 
of  the  normal  timetable, 
which  would  be  two  months 
prior  to  the  Sept.  24 
expiration  of  Franjieh’s 
six-year  term.

The  equipment  is  the  most  modern 
m  the  county,  said  Bruce  Harding, 
consulting  engineer  for  this  station, 
and  several  commecial  stations. 

Scheduled  to  begin  broadcasting  this 
week,  the  high  school  radio  station, 
KPGF  (88  on  the  FM  dial)  will  be 
completely  student  operated,  except 
for  the  station  manager,  said  manager 
Jim  Star. 

KPGR  will  be  a  12.5  watt  station, 


with  its  strongest  broadcasting  range 
between  the  point  of  the  mountain 
and  the  top  of  Provo/Orem  hill,  he 
said. 

One  of  approximately  five  high 
school  stations  operating  in  the  state. 
KPGR  will  broadcast  from  1  p.m.  to 
10:30  p.m.  daily,  said  Star. 

As  an  educational  station,  Star  said 
KPGR’s  primary  purpose  is  to  serve  its 
broadcasting  community.  It  will  also 
serve  as  on-the-job  vocational 
experience. 

The  radio  format  will  include  a 
“fun-time  family  hour  on  Mondays,” 
game  and  talk  shows,  old-time  radio 
programs,  as  well  as  classical  and 
popular  music  shows,  Star  said. 

Funds  for  the  station  come 


primarily  from  Alpine  School  District, 
Star  said.  Total  cost  for  the  facility 
was  $$2,000,  with  $15,000  from  the 
school  district  with  an  additional 
$7,000  being  supplied  through  a 
federal  grant. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  all  students 
taking  the  beginning  radio 
communication  course  should  “fully 
understand  how  a(  radio  station 
operates,”  said  Star.  Every  student 
enrolled  in  the  course  will  contribute 
to  the  production  in  some  way,  he 
added. 

Students  were  invited  at  the  end  of 
last  year  to  take  the  course.  This  year 
there  are  two  beginning  classes,  but 
next  year  he  will  add  two  advanced 
classes,  Star  said.

BYU  Computer  Services  are  offering  “quickie”  classes  to 
help  members  of  the  BYU  Community  use  computing 
facilities  more  effectively,  according  to  Dr.  Ray  Preston, 
Computer  Services  director. 

For  example,  computers  can  be  used  to  turn  out  essays  and 
papers  in  perfect  format,  with  automatic  indexing,  centering, 
footnoting  and  justified  (equal-sided)  margins. 

Each  of  the  no-fee,  non-credit  classes  will  run  for  six 
sessions,  with  two  weekly  sessions  for  three  weeks.  No 
prerequisite  is  needed  and  no  registration.  Students  should 
just  arrive  at  the  classes  at  their  scheduled  times.

“Students  should  consider  computers  as  just 
part  of  their  bag  of  tools  for  their  education,”  he  said.

NEW  YORK  (AP)  -  The  target  is  Toronto  and  major 
league  baseball,  already  beset  with  deep  labor  problems,  has 
set  up  a  collision  course  for  its  two  leagues,  both  racing  for 
expansion  in  1977  to  the  Canadian  city. 

The  American  League  took  the  initiative  Saturday, 
announcing  definite  expansion  to  Toronto  for  1977-  Then 
the  National  League  responded  by  saying  it  would  actively 
consider  expansion  for  1977  to.  .  .of  course.  .  .the  same  city. 

So  suddenly,  Toronto,  shunned  only  a  month  ago  when 
the  proposed  sale  of  the  San  Francisco  Giants  fell  through, 
finds  itself  in  the  strange  position  of  choosing  which  league  it 
prefers  for  a  1977  franchise. 

Commissioner  Bowie  Kuhn  does  not  consider  the’ 
conflicting  plans  of  the  two  leagues  as  a  problem  for  baseball. 

“I  don’t  think  it  is  a  battle  or  a  war,”  the  commissioner 
said.  “But  I  certainly  think  the  situation  is  competitive.  I 
don’t  think  there  is  anything  unhealthy  about  competition  of 
that  kind  for  franchises.  I  don’t  consider  it  bad  for  baseball.” 

In  fact,  the  commissioner  suggested,  it  might  even  be  good 
for  the  game. 

“One  of  the  greatest  strengths  of  baseball  is  the 
competition  it  offers  between  the  two  leagues,”  Kuhn  said. 
“This  is  another  manifestation  of  the  kind  of  competition 
that  has  created  a  great  rivalry  between  them.” 

The  two  expansion  moves  came  in  rapid  fire  fashion  after 
the  24  major  league  clubs  spent  the  first  half  of  their  joint 
meeting  consulting  with  the  Player  Relations  Committee  over 
the  bogged  down  collective  bargaining  talks  with  the  Major, 
League  Players  Association.

Also,  in  1969, 
he  served  as  president  of  the  National 
Association  of  Basketball  Coaches. 

Watts  was  selected  coach  of  the  year  several 
times  during  his  tenure  with  the  team  and  at 
the  end  of  his  final  year  he  coached  the  West 
team  in  the  East-West  All-Star  game  which 
was  televised  nationally. 

A  native  of  Murray,  Utah,  Stan  was  an 
all-around  athlete  at  Murray  High,  where  he
